B0CKIHSHAE2 PALACE. 

' It was only tho other day that The 
General was complimented hy the 
presence of His Majesty King Haakon 
at an afternoon lecture delivered by 
- him In CliriatlanJa, and he was later 
congratulated by His Majesty King 
Gustav of Sweden, in the lutier's pal- 
ace, at Stockholm. 
|I|j| Now a further tribute has been paid 

to the life and work of our beloved 
Leader, and another houour conferred 
upon him In. hl a reception at.Bucklng- 
liatn Palace by Her Majesty Queen 
'Alexandra and Her Imperial Majesty 
:V?v: the Dowager Empress of" Russia. 
IThls was referred to In our 
last issue, hut the following addition- 
al facts from the latest English Cry 
aro interesting:— 

The General, accompanied by Lleut.- 
Colonel TJnsworth, drove to the 
Palace on Tuesday, at about three 
o'elock, and the former was ushered 
Into the presence of their Majesties 
some twenty minutes later. 

Coming so soon after our Leader's 
visit to Scandinavia and St, Peters- 
burg, the Interview was especially ap- 
propriate, and both their Majesties 
listened with evident pleasure to The 
General's description) of his recent 
Continental visit. 

Queen Alexandra was, of course, 
specially Interested In The General's 
account of his visit to Denmark and 
The Army's work there; while the 
Empress was particularly anxious to 
learn whether, as a result of The 
General's visit to St, Petersburg, Tho 
Army would scon unfurl Its Flag In 
Russia.

"When Her Majesty 
and <ier Imperial alstor came into the 
room they uinilo ino feel perfectly at 
ettao and at homo straight iiwuy— as 
1C we had beon acquainted for years, 

"Tlio Intorvlow was of considerable 
length. Their Mnjostleu showed great 
Interest In my recent visit \o St. 
Petersburg, and were nnxloiia to lciir.i 
.whether the introduction of The Sal- 
vation Army lo fit, Petersburg was 
likely to be the result, I Informed 
tlio Empress tlint The Army's work 
would be besttii tit itussla shortly, mi- 
loss Bomp Insuperable dllllculty pre- 
sents Itself."

Man vs. Nature. 

An extraordinary spectacle has lieea 
witnessed at Niagara this year, a 
great Ice jam completely blocking up 
the river- Conditions can best lie 
understood by the fact that the 
Queenston fltiftperls'on Bridge. v.hlr:li 
stands sixty feet above tjie water, 
could be reached from nn ice bridge 
below If, hy a mnn stretching his 
bands up. 

This Jam was caused by vast fields 
of Ico breaking up In Lake Erie and 
passing over the falls, R'ght under 
the Horseshoe Palls a mountain of 
lee slxty-five feet high was piled up. 
A great deal of damage was done to 
the Gorge Railway, and to tbe elec- 
trical plants along the banks of (he 
river, owing to the water being kept 
back by the Ice Jam at T-ewlston. The 
United Stntes War Department were 
asked to aid In the destruction of the 
Ice, and they decided to blow It up 
with dynamite. Some spectacular ex- 
plosions were witnessed as the quar- 
ter ton charges tossed ice, water, and 
sticks of timber five hundred feot In- 
to the air. Timbers and lumps of Ice 
fell far In shore, and holllng waves 
seethed and roared after each ex- 
plosion, This had the effect of 
loosening the ice pack and letting tbe 
water In the river escape. After all 
theeo mighty efforts, however.

Protecting de CMiwu. 

The Children's Act has now become 
law in Qngland, and has aptly been 
described as the "Children's Charter." 
In various ways It strengthens tho 
law In punishing cruelty and neglect 
to children, Its provisions as regards 
Juvenile smoking are as follows: — 

"Tobacconists must not sell to any 
parson 'apparently under the age of 
sixteen years,' any elgarcttea 'or other 
material In ouch form as to bo cap- 
able of Immedlato use Tor smoking." 
A constable or park-keeper lu to con- 
flecato the cigarettes, etc., of anybody 
under tho age mentioned, whom he 
may find smoking. If it Is proved 
that any automatic machine for th= 
sale of cigarettes lg being 'extensively 
used by children or young persons' 
the Court may order those rcspcrasible 
elthor to abate the ovll or to remove 
tho machine altogether. Tho Act also 
makes elaborate arrangements for 
youthful criminals, both beforo -mi 
after trial. Special 'places of deten- 
tion' aro to bo opened. Persons! a«d«r 
sixteen must also bo tried la 'Juveuilg 
Courts,' unless they ar e charged Joint- 
ly with adult offenders, A paws-

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^T Is estimated that the population or the 
whole world ia 1,550,000.000. Out of *blB 
vast number about a third are professed- 
ly Christians, which leaves over a thous- 
and million souls without the light of 
the Gospel. According to the most trustworthy statis- 
tics, 209 millions are Coufu'ciantsta, 217 mflllons are 
Mohammedans, 203 millions are Hindus, 175 millions 

, are Pagans, and 138 millions are Buddhists. Only 
10,000 Protestant missionaries are at work amongst 
all these millions. 

If our Lord were on earth to-day, would He not 
say to His followers, as He directed their gaze 
towards this vast, seething mass of heathenism, "Tlie 
harvest truly Is plenteous, but the labourers ore »?w: 
pray ye, therefore, the l>ord of the harvest, inat lie 
will send forth labourers Into His harvest?" 

It was this vision of the need of the heathen for 
the Ciospct of Christ, as well as a listening ear for 
the commands of God, that constrained Salvationist.! 
to rush to tbese distant harvest fields soon after the 
birth of The Array. Now the Blood and Fire Flag ia 
flying in many of the darkest corners of the earth, 
and a cleaned aoul-aaving work Is going on. Ia spite 
of all that has been done, however, and in spite of 
tbe self-sacrlflec and devotion of our hrave pioneer Offi- 
cers, we are face to face with the fact that 891 mil- 
lions of tiea;,hen are still unreached. 

"Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel 
to every creature," la the command of Christ. 

It Ih, therefore, noti only the privilege, but the 
duty of every disciple of His, if mot pprmltted to 
so themselves to heathen lands, to help and strengthen 
those who do go by their prayers. Influence .and gifts. 
Some Information as to what has already been 
done by Army missionaries to the heathen, as well 
as what remains Ui be done, will, doubtless, be stimu- 
lating to readers of the War Cry. 

On this page you will see soma pictures of the 
types of the people amongnt whom our devoted Officers 

. are labouring. It may be well to Bay here that these 
types by no means represent all Ihe various races that 
come within the sphere of The Army's operations, 
flie number of races la India and Africa alone that 
come under the Influence of our Officers Ih greater 
than the number of races shown In the picture. 

In our brief survey of Tbe Army's missi-M work, 
we will Htart with India, which has been termed the 
"Gibraltar of Paganism." The population of ibis Vast 
licril'.iMula Is estimated at 204 millions, thri:-;-fourths 
of whom profess Hinduism, ami live in n ataus of ter- 
ror and degradation. As for tho rest, 57 minions are 
Mohammedans, 7 millions are Buddhists, ar.d about 3 
millions are Christiana. 

Iti tho forefront of tbe forces attacking th'9 
stronghold of Satan, are our Ofllcors, who have won 
the uffectlou and confidence of the common people 
by adopting tbelr dress and living amongst tliem. it 
Is twenty-live years ago since tbe ilrst party of Sal- 
vationists landed In Bombay, They wer« t!i!;n ridi- 
culed, and poinocuted, but to-day, The Army Is looked 
on by all oIusmob as a public benefactor. Bonio Idea

Idolatry the Hindu Is Ignorant and Improvident, and 
so becomes the prey of avaricious nujney-lemtera. 
When plagues come, avaricious priests say It la pun- 
ishment because- they have not paid their dues to the 
temple and the goda, and will not belp thein unless 
giftg of land, Jewels, and children are forthcoming. 
But when The Army takes command of the vilieg© 
conditions alter. The Idols are destroyed, the temples 
demolished, and a Hall and School erected on tbe 
Bite. Iu time of plague, sanllatlou takes the place 
of prostration* and oppression; la times of famine, 
nutrltlvo substitutes for rice are Introduced by ua. 
Then tho greedy monoy-lender Is being displaced by 
our Agricultural Savings BmIis.

Things bave wonderfully cbsaged since then, aid § 
Japan bas thrown open wide its doors for Christian 
inSuences. Tbe Army ts hard at worts among It3 
42 millions of people. There are some 200.000 Shinfcs 
temples aad shrines existing, and over 10S.000 
Buddhist establishments. For every 600 Inhabitants 
tbere is one Buddhist or Shinto priest, but the propor- 
tion is one to 50,000 when It comes to Christian mis- 
sionaries. The encouraging progress that The Array 
bas made In Japan, has only revealed the extent ol 
the work yet remainis to be done. 

The Salvation Army in Japan has forty Mlssioa 
Stations, and eight Social Institutions. A very blessed 
work has been done among this inte'Jigeat and enter* 
prising pe c Plo, and the outlook is most promising. 
One of the evil results ct the saUon^i customs S3 the 
prevalence of prostitutioo. It was considered little 
or eo disgrace for a girl to hire herself out for this 
purpose during Iiard times, and having done so, found 
herseif in veritable slavery. The Salvation Army 
mads a sreat agitation with the result that legation 
has beea effected, which mahes it possible for a girl 
to obtain her freedom at any time. The Salvation 
Army has done a magnificent Rescue Work in that 
country. 

• Already vre have sent pioneer Officers to Korea. 
vvliic'a is under Japanese influence, and a most 
gratifyins start lias been made, (f ever land needs 
the zen'ous labours of the missionary, surely it ia 
tlrs: for it is said that the Koreans anuually paid 
S2.r>00.9!l9 in fees to sorcerers for the exorcism of 
demons, 

Tbeir hnis are the dvellinE-placcs of ijolalrv. 
They worship various spirits or gods in each room — 
one for the kitchen and one for the outer chamber. 
They throw rice into the well to rpiiet the dragon, and 
offer sacrifices to the god of small-pox and to other 
unclean spirits. They worship snakes, weasels, pigs, 
and not a day goes by but the sp'rit of some aulmal 
must be jiropitialed. Along the roadway there are 
devil-jioMs. cut iriih grinning lec-lh, and plauted 
tiiere id keep malignant spirits from passing. At 
least $10,000 will be required for the first year's work 
in this laud. It will be an honour to help in estab- 
lishing The Army there, aud yoa may -share in it. 
Colonel and Mrs. Hoggard have been mightily uticd by 
God since they have been ;i that land, and the con- 
verts gave abundant evidence that they became new 
creatures in Christ. 

We cannot give more than a passing glance at 
the Maoris, the atorlgiual Snhaliita.-.ts of New Zealand. 
Aicong this interesting race ive have a vigorous work 
in progress. The Officers in charge often ride about 
a thousand miles on horseback, on a trip amongst the 
scattered iribes, and are received most heartily.
